Food' sales in the cafeteria 
have gone down this year, ac- 
cording to John Shifman, 
Students' Society Comptroller 
and . Manager of Food and 
Beverage Service. In September 
Les Services Alimentaire took 
over food operations from' 
Students' SocietjTj^j^.-.;; .^ , 

Âlthougli'Sitifman would not 
disclose the percentage drop in 
sales, he did offer a possible ex- 
plaination. 

"Let's take an example. Say 
you are paying 28 cents for a 
doughnut instead of a higher 
quality doughnut at 32 
cents. ..these are not real 
figures...then theoretically you 
save costs but at what cost if 
there is a 10 per cent drop in 
volume (theoretical figure)," he 
said. 

"Those arc some of my con- 
cerns," Shifman added. 

Diane Beaudoin, cashier in 
t)ie cafeteria says the quality of 
food has gone down from last 
year due to CVC's disorganisa- 
tion. 

"The food isn't properly 
rotated and the food ends up 
goiiig stale. They sell food that 
has been around too long," she 
said. 

Rotation of food should en- 
sure when supplies arrive, older 
food is brought to the front of 
the fridge, while the new food is 
placed at the back. This 
guarantees the older food is us- 
ed 'lip first. .( 

A^^ Union building bar 
employee, who asked not to be 
identified, told the Daily, 
"there are sometimes boxes of 
. bre|^^ that sit down- in the supi>> 
lySroom with mould allfoyer^ 
them. That cannot be sanitary 
for the rest of the food." 

John Feldman, lawyer for 
CVC, said the lack of rotation . 
was{^;not management*s|||uUt|; 
because rotation schedules'^are 
clearly posted.

Rudolf Walter, head manager 
of CVC at McGill, who is 
respbhisible for the quality of 
food sold here says he checks 
the food everyday. 

"I'm not saying'that the food 
is great. It's liot up to my stan- 



dards," he said, "but we are 
new here and have some ad- 
justing to do. 

■ "We are here to control pro- 
ductivity and control wastage — 
make people aware things cost 
money," Walter added. 

CVC is contracted to receive 
6 per cent of total food sales in 
the cafeteria in return for their 
management services. 

CVC is the largest Canadian 
food service company in the 
country. According to the na-

Cafeteria 
workers 
strike

McGill foodfservicc" worker . 
in the Union Building cafeteria, 
and cafeterias in the Arts, 
Bronfman, Education and 
Music buildings, went out on 
strike yesterday. 

Union representative Michel 
Cyr said the 44 workers are pro- 
testing lack of job security and 
stall tactics in ongoing negotia- 
tions with Les Services Alimen- 
taire (CVC). 

" We thought they (CVQ had 
agreed to' a sign a contract en- 
suring job security to the 44 full 
time workers," he said. "I then 
receiv«àjatcàdl|from a CVC 
reprwcritative ■ wHo^ said CVC 
would not guarantee the jobs, 
we then decided to call the 
strike." 

The workers had taken the 
strike vote 3 weeks before said 
Cyr. 

CVC representative and Stu- 
dent Society lawyer, John 
Feldman told The Daily he did 
not know what the workers 
were demanding but '^ blamed 
union for the stalled talks. 

"Job security is not an issue. 
We have always been willing to 
sign but the union kept making 
additional demands,^' he said. 
"Our direction is expansion and 
that means more jobs, not 
layoffs,' ' Feldman said. 

Union members told the Dai- 
ly they were afraid that expan- 
sion without job security will 
lead to layoffs of full time 
workers in favor of cheaper part

John Feldman, lawyer for the 
McGill Students' Society and 
CVC denies cockroaches have 
ever been in the Union building, 
much less the cafeteria. 

"Flies started up again with 
the hot weather in October," he 
said. "But there are none and 
have never been any 
cockroaches in the kitchen." 

The problem of flies was 
taken care of in a matter of 
hours by adjusting the 
temperature Feldman said. 

Beaudoin claims the manage- 
ment has also used other pest 
control measures. 

"The boss saw the 
cockroaches too and he told me 
if they were on the orange juicer 
again I should just psst, pssst 
with some Raid," she said. 

Marcotte said she has seen 
cockroaches on the floor in the 
kitchen. She said the same 
manager would "walk around 
spraying raid while students' 
food was being prepared." 

She also complained of the 
general uncleanliness in the kit- 
chen after the arrival of CVC: 
"I walk into a dirty and 
grimy kitchen every morning," 
she said. 

"They (CVQ don't want to 
pay for maintenance to clean 
the kitchen. Right now we are 
expected to do it in addition to 
our regular jobs," she said. "I 
have no time to clean up and get 
all my work done."

WOMEN'S CENTENNIAL CTTEE 
REFUSES HEJIRA FUNDING 

"McGili's literary magazine for women" — Hejira has 
been refused fiiiiding by the McGill Women's Centennial 
Committee. Joanne Sisto, business manager of Hejira, says 
the magazine is having a difncult time getting funding and 
has received a negatiye response from the committee. 

But, according to ^committee member June Naylor, the 
committee has no available funds. "We are underfunded, 
we're in the position of asking people to donate to us. We 
can't support anything, we not sure, if we can support 
ouselves." 

Sisto says, "I bejieve that the women's centennial commit- 
tee does have a certain amount of flexibility, more than 
they're willing to admit." Sisto adds "It's not their saying no 
I object to but the committee's general unresponsive attitude 
toward students." 

MENSTRUAL TENSION IS NOT A MALE MYTH 

For most women, menstruation is simply another event in 
their lives. Sometimes inconvenient and often painful, it is 
part of a necessary routine. 

Yet, much of the secrecy concerning the topic can be traced 
to the forced segregation of women during their periods 
(described in the Old Testament, Hindu laws of Manu, 
Zoroastrian sacred books) for fear of contaminating either 
men or material surroundings. 

So, it's not surprising "feminine protection" products are 
marketed as "discreet, odourless protection" so "nobody 
knows." ♦ 

The feminine hygiene industry is a multi-million dollar one, 
simply because women believe they must use the 'right' pro- 
"^ducts or suffer the consequences. 

It is well known that upwards of 75 per cent of all women 
experience some problems during their period. For some, it 
may simply be craihps^'? headaches, tension, irritability, or 
some other minor inconvenience. But this is enough to disrupt 
women writing fihal exams or those placed in similar stressful 
situations. Some women experience cramps so debilitating 
they cannot stand and cannot work. 

BIRTH CONTROL CO-OP OPEN ? ; 

The Women's Union Birth Control Co-op is open Monday 
to Friday from II -14h00. During these hoiirs staff members 
sell contraceptives. As well, they offer counselling on abor- 
tion, venereal disease and contraception. Diaphragms, 
foams, jellies and condoms are available at reduced rates. 
However, diaphragms will be sold only upon receipt of a doc- 
tor's prescription.

The Federal Government, that paragon of virtue and 
vanguard of women's rights banned, jh good conscience, the 
December issue of Penthouse at the border only after every 
single one of them were safely in warehouses and on news 
stands.

Bill Murray 'busts' The Razor's Edge

OBJECTIVE: To change Somerset 
Maugham's thought-provoking 1944 
bestseller, The Razor's Edge, into an insipid 
bucket of homogenized pap. 
WHOUE YOU GONNA CALL? Bill 
Murray. 

As well as starring in the film, Munay 
also claims the dubious honour of having, 
with director John Byrum, written the 
saeenplay. This new saeen adaption (the 
1947 version starred Tyrone Power) suc- 
cessfully loses all the depth and subtlety of 
characterization that gave Maugham's 
hovel its appeal. Dealing with such a hard 
to cinematize theme as self-discovery, a 
filmmaker must tread carefully to avoid 
hackneyed imagery and glibness. The 
heavy-handed approach of this latest effort 
goes one step beyond glib — It becomes 
outright ridiculous. 

The characters were evidently chosen, 
unadapted, from the Columbia Pictures' 
cardboard-clichê characters file. The ubi- 
quitous scar-faced pimp, snooty Harvard 
undergrads, and hordes of mindless 
socialites from the American 20's circulate 
among a myriad of other stereotypical cut- 
outs. All are hopelessly, simplified -for us, 
the slow-witted audlencéV^ïon ' whom, it 
seems, all attempts at depth would be lost 
anyway. 

Perhaps most tragic of all is the lost 
potential in the portrayal of Elliot 
Templeton (Denholm Elliot), the 
cosmopolitan social climber. Denholm 
Elliot drops all the foppishly enigmatic ex- 
cessiveness that brings the character flam- 
boyantly to life in the novel, and ends up 
portraying Templeton simply' as an unsym- 
pathetic and wisened-up old snob. 
: Now the fun part — Bill Murray in his 
portrayal of Lanry Darrel, the disillusioned 
youth of 1920's America. Returning home 
from the horrors of the World War 1 tren- 
ches, Darrel is offered the chance to rejoin 
the happy-go-lucky society which he had 
left.'His fiancee Is waiting for him and he Is 
offered a high-paying position with a stock 
brokerage firm. But Danel is a changed 
man . Polo and Perrier are no longer his bag 
and he sets out on an odyssey of sorts to try 
and discover what Is. 

^True to the "Lost Generation" form, 
Paris is the first stop. His experiences there 
and In a French coal mine just don't do it 
for him, however, so it's off tojndia for 
more cute encounters with the locals. 

It's in Tibet that Darrel finally does find 
life's true essence. Here in his isolated 
mountaintop lean-to he begins to toss his 
books Into the campfire. He gazes out over 
a breathtaking mountalnscape and gives us 
his best 'droopy-eyed mystic' look. The 
music^swelis, the cymbals crash. ..and there 
it i^ASStneyed Imagery?.. .never! 

We're not free of Darrel yet, though. 
Now it's back to Paris where he's forced to 
confront the back-stabbing and bickering 
, clique vvho he had escaped nearly ten years 
Wllér. And so on... 

Apparently, . Murray agreed to do 
Ghostbusters only on the condition that he 
> be allowed to do a 'serious' film soon after, 
namely this one. One really wonders why 
he ibothered. In The Razor's Edge, he 
■ does nothing to prove that he has the 
capacity to do anything more than he has 
already done. The pre-war Darrel is the 
easily recognizable and ever-tedious Bill 
Miinray buffopn transplanted to a new set- 
ting. Watchinjg the post-war Darrel in action 
you still have a lurking fear that some inane 
'GhbsAusterism' is, at any moment, going 
to pop from his lips.' ■ " - • 





The real tragedy of TTie Razor'a Edge 
inauspicious showing is not so much in 
Murray's personal failure in a dramatic role 
but more in the fact that such potential was 
wasted on his clownish experimentation. 

The Razor's Edge is a story about the 
rejection of materialism and comfort for 
nobler aspirations. Had It been done well, 
the film just might have Inspired some 
healthy intropedlon of the type very rare in 
thé self-satisfied and materialistic eighties. 
As it stands, the only thing this film Inspires 
is a sardonic snigger and the fervent hope 
that Bill Murray stays where he belongs.

Package your body

Dalsjf, The Story of a Facelift, shown 
at the National Rim Board (NFB) last Tues- 
day night, follows a woman' through the 
process of cosmetic surgery. 

It Is a film which examines our assump- 
tions about physical appearances, and 
ultimately our equation of beauty with love. 
For Daisy, her body is as a product which 
she Is trying to upgrade. As she remarks to 
her doctor, "Before you open the package, 
you look at the wrapper." 

Michael Rubbo, the director and nar- 
rator, suggests In the film that this concep- 
tion of one's self as an object to be created 
and transformed in order to attract atten- 
tion is fairly widespread in our society. 

In the film, Rubbo travels to a plastic 
surgery clinic in the U.S. where recorded 
telephone messages ' promise "the truly 
sculpted body" while the camera pahs over 
the price list, emphasizing the economic 
aspects of this search for beauty. 

Through Interviews with doctors, 
psychologists, a personal consultant and 
people on the street, Rubbo probes the ef- 
fects of looks in such varied aspects of life 
as choosing a lover, hiring an employee or 
making a court appearance. 

Cosmetic surgery simply exists at one 
end of a' continuum, the camera suggests, 
as shots of Daisy on the operating table are 
interspersed with shots of her having a 
facial. If one, why not the other, argues the 
silent logic of the camera. 

The film follows Daisy from the moment 
she first makes her decision, through the 
operation, until she eventually flies off into 
the sunset with a new.face. Along the way, 
we withess her conversations with friends, 
doctors, colleagues and family. 

We are presented both with her public 
Image as a confident, secure woman, and 
with her more private moments of indeci- 
sion and self-doubt. It has been a difficult 
decision, Daisy says, and she has agreed to 
make the film because there are a lot of 
people thinking of having facelifts, people 
who may share her fear that "the past may 
become more Interesting than the future." 

Daisy discusses her marriages, career, 
loves and family with a candor and wit that 
.amuses, but rarely touches, the audience- 



One of the few moving sequences occurs 
when Daisy discusses her terror of growing 
old, and her fear that she will not know 
how to behave, and so will make herself 
look ridiculous. The episode is filmed in a 
beauty parlour where the camera moves 
from Dasiy, who Is having her hair dyed to 
hide the grey, to an elderly woman who sits 
under the drier with her hair In rollers. 

The film Itself combines the use of 
scripted sequences with unrehearsed 
episodes to provide a visual diary of Daisy's 
life. Although Daisy herself is at home with 
the camera, some of her friends are less so. 

For example, during certain sequences, 



notably one in which Daisy accosts a man 
in the doctor's waiting room to ask what he 
is seeing the doctor for, there is an un- 
natural and forced aspect to the conversa- 
tion which makes the viewer squirm. Sure- 
ly, one thinks, a man would not im- 
mediately be at ease discussing his plans to 
have his double chin cut off with a com- 
plete istranger, especially with a stranger 
who has a movie camera capturing her 
every movement. 

Nevertheless, despite these moments 
which stretch the viewer's aedulity, the film 
offers an interesting and unusual style 
which questions many of our assumptions 
about the nature of documentaries.

If you were told that Canada had con- 
tributed to the development of a lethal gas- 
fence to stop illegal Immigration on the US- 
Mexican border, would you believe it? 

In all bkelihood you might or, at least, you 
might not disbelieve it. The major media is 
rarely confronted by àn audience that 
demands aixountabUity, and most con- 
sumers of information do so with little 
thought to what they receivë. 

Would you look hirther into suoi Vstory 
or simply add it to the growing list of anec- 
dotal episodes that make up most of 
reported news happenings? 

' Restating the Pharoahs by Julian 
Samuel, an independent film-maker from 
Montreal, challenges the faith of uncritical 
consumers of information who read 
newspapers because the cereal box has 
been read twice over, watch TV to be enter- 
tained by starvation in Ethiopia, war in 
Lebanon, and political suicide In the United 
States. 



beyond its limit. At this point it becomes im- 
perative for the viewer to ask the director if 
the information is true or corroborate the in- 
formation by some other means. Either way 
the viewer is encouraged to take a more ac- 
tive and.partteipatory role in. the transmis- 
sion aiid consumption of information. 

The latter half of the film concentrates on 
indicting the church of complicity with the 
military-industrial complex. The images 
hm^'j^ju throughout the film.j ve, meaiit to 
sKo<jcT a' rather simplistic reaction to evoke 
over such a complex subject. Samuel seems 
to overestimate the power of shock to 
educate and his approach suffers from this 
as much of the film provokes reaction rather 
than critkral thought. 

The polemical nature of this film demands 
a more cohesive approach to a criticism of 
the interconnections of church, state, 
business and media. The disjolntedness and 
simplistic use of images and the seemingly 
deliberate sioppiness of the production are 
meant also to shock and leave the viewer 
with a vague sense that these estates are

Beslstlng the Pharoahs. 

Pharoaha begins with an. indictment of 
the Canadian media and , aims manufac- 
turers as complidtous in the continuing ero- 
sion of individuals critical faculties. 

A rapidly changing montage of images 
(lists of Montreal-area arms contractors, 
bank fronts, shopping plazas) juxtaposed 
'with vok»-over narration of fidlohld hews 
events makes a strong expressionistic com- 
ment on the connection between media and 
arms manufacture. Names and addresses of 
munitions companies saoD up the screen of 
a visual display terminal, characters' are 
deleted to .music fit for a cast-of-thousands 
Hollywood epic. 

We hear ludkxous information about an 
accidental use of a nuclear bomb from a 
voice-over followed by a somewhat surpris- 
ed and muted newscaster. Much informa- 
tion is related about Canada's role in the sale 
of arms to the third world. 

The film does not devebp any critical 
distance between information that is quite 
obviously lampoon and that which Is 
legitimate. No information can be trusted 
and all of it must be suq;>ect. 

This is the most powerful thrust of the 
film, though it lacks a clear articulation of this 
p<Hnt. The e^ect of these anecdotes taken all 
together is to have one's belief stretched 



somehow related. This film docs not cm- 
power the viewer to begin criticizing these in- 
terconnections except in the most rudimen- 
tary sense. And it is not certain that even on 
this basic level it does not do this negatively. 

The structures of church, state, media 
and business are very complex and, for the 
most part, hidden from the people. 
Especially hidden are the similarities bet- 
ween these four estates. 

The continuing centralization of the struc- 
tures of the mass media and the inter- 
relationships between media, business and 
government make it imperative that a 
dialogue begins in society about these 
phenomena. These structures become more 
distant and less responsive to the public 
whom, we are led to believe, they are sup- 
posed to serve. People must empower 
themselves to alter the course of this inaeas- 
ing process of centralization that is part of 
the spiral towards nuclear war. We must 
begin to analyse this process and set up a 
counter-process that will slow and finally halt 
the arms race. 

Julien Samuel has made a brave attempt 
at juxtaposing these structures through the 
medium of film, but Is weak in contributing 
to a popular dialogue that is the first step in 
tiylng.to. change these structures.;:^
